Coleman Council disposed of a 
great deal of business in a lengh- 
ty session last Tuesday night. 

To open the meeing Mayor 
Aboussafy clarified the budget for 
this year stating that the new 
schedule is the largest in history, 
even the figures are misleading. 
Last year council had a budget of 
$38,000 but with a 10% discount 
which would give a true budget 
of around $34,000. This years bud¬ 
get is set at $35,150. 

Correspondence was received 
from assessor J. D’Appolonia 
stating that no provision was 
made for assessing those who con¬ 
ducted a business from their 
homes, people such as contrac¬ 
tors, plumbers and insurance 
agents, who are in actual compe¬ 
tition to other business men. The 
secretary informed council that 
notices had been sent these men 
last year with no response. Coun¬ 
cil felt that in all fairness this 
matter should be attended to and 
the letter was filed for the new 
assessor. 

Council passed bylaw 267 to set 
the business taxt at 39 mills and 
will forward it to the Minister 
for approval. Receiving their 3rd 
and final reading were bylaw 268 
setting 39 mills levy on property; 
269 setting aside $100 as grants 
to charitable institutions and 370 
ammending the curfew bylaw.

Large Meeting Gives 
Assent to Underwrite 
Coleman Rodeo? 

The largest crowd ever to as¬ 
semble at a Board of Trade meet¬ 
ing in recent years attended the 
Booster Committees meeting last 
week and gave mute assent to 
Coleman business houses under¬ 
writing the annual Coleman Ro¬ 
deo. 

J. R. Hill presided over the 
meeting and drew attention to the 
fact that Coleman Elks had taken 
a loss at the recent Bingo while 
other centers had come out on 
ihe red side of the ledger. The 
purpose of this meeting was to 
attempt to pin down the reason 
for the loss and the possibility 
that Bingo had lost its appeal be¬ 
fore continuing with the Bingo 
planned for Rodeo time. 

The topic was batted around, 
left and reappeared a number of 
times before being finally settled. 
In the end the chairman proposed 
a number of motions, calling for 
a vote on each one. As the result, 
a Bingo will be conducted on Ro- 
dedo night with a major prize of 
a cash jackpot in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $500 to $750, plus other 
prizes. 

Going into Rodeo matters. Ma¬ 
yor Abodssafy stated that at the 
previous Board meeting a small 
attendance was noted. It was de¬ 
cided that if the town was ever in 
need of a boost it was now. In 
this light it was felt that we 
couldn’t afford not to have a 
rodeo. Should the rodeo be drop¬ 
ped this year the psychology 
would tend to become more on 
the negative side, therefore we 
should try to boost our commu¬ 
nity. To do this a booster com¬ 
mittee was appointed to see if 
enough money could be raised to 
promote the rodeo. 

Rollie ill followed the Mayors 
remarks with an explanation of 
what steps had been taken. Fol¬ 
lowing the last meeting, the com¬ 
mittee approached Coleman Col¬ 
lieries and were assured of sup¬ 
port. Other firms deriving benefits 
out of dealings in Coleman had 
also been approached Mr Hill 
pointed out at this point that 
those asesmbled were represent¬ 
ative of the whole town and ben¬ 
efit is some measure. It was pro¬ 
posed that a canvass be made of 
the business sections asking that 
they guarantee that the project 
would not go in the hole. The plan 
was not for an outright donation, 
but more of a guarantee to under¬ 
write the Rodeo In the event of 
a loss. 

From this point it was evident 
that most in attendance would 
meet the proposition when called 
upon by the canvassers and dls-

Polio Cure 

VANCOUVER, B. C. (CP)—The 
chiropractic profession has found 
the cause of polio . . . “and we 
have the cure,’’ Dr. E. R. Dunn 
said here Thursday night. 

Dr. Dunn of the Dunn Polio 
Clinic, Oklahoma City., Okla., 
made the statement to the West¬ 
ern Canadian Chiropractic con¬ 
vention here.

Report of The 
Research Council 
On Coal 

The currently severe, and un¬ 
doubtedly continuing, competition 
against coal by oil and natural 
gas has, in the past few years, 
brought about a significant shift 
of emphasis in modern coal re¬ 
search. While it is accepted that 
coal will remain a valuable pri¬ 
mary fuel and an important 
source of energy, it is recognized 
that research on coal must not 
merely attempt to develop more 
efficent and attractive means for 
its traditional uses, but that it 
must also endeavor to find new 
applications. Apart, then, from a

continuous re-examination of es¬ 
tablished processes in the light of 
improved fundamental knowledge, 
the general coal research pattern 
tends to devote progressively more 
attention to the chemical poten¬ 
tialities of coal. 

In keeping with these trends, 
and convinced' that such reorien¬ 
tation of coal research is justified 
both by the present status of the 
coal industry and by the unques¬ 
tionable potential importance jf 
coal within the framework of the 
national economy, the Research 
Council of Alberta formulated, 
towards the end of 1952, three 
broad research programs which 
were to concern themselves with: 

1. a paleobotanical study of the 
flora and biological origin of Al¬ 
berta coal measures: 

2. investigations into the chem¬ 
ical and colloid structure of coals; 

and 

3. exploration of possible new 
chemical uses for coal. 

To implement these plans, 
Council reinforced the coal re¬ 
search staff available in 1952 by 
one physical chemist, two organic 
chemists and one paleobotanist 
(all at Doctorate level), and de¬ 
voted considerable effort towards 
establishing and suitably equip¬ 
ping the necessary laboratory 
space. 

At the same time, however, 
Council remained cognizant of the 
importance of other aspects of 
an overall coal research program. 
The routine analytical and ap¬ 
plied researches carried out dur¬ 
ing 1952 were, accordingly, main¬ 
tained (and expanded where nec¬ 
essary), and though one project 
(that concerned with cleaning of 
fine coal) had to be curtailed ow¬ 
ing to staff changes, satisfactory 
progress generally can be re¬ 
corded. 

Analytical Testing 

Throughout the year under re¬ 
view, the Coal Research Labora¬ 
tory continued its practice of un¬ 
dertaking complete analyses upon 
channel somples taken from new¬ 
ly-opened Alberta mines and from 
established mines in which opera¬ 
tions have entered a new and 
hitherto uncharted working area. 
Suoh samples are collected and 
submitted to Council by courtesy 
of officials of the Mines Branch, 
provincial Department of Mines 
and Minerals, and analytical data 
relating to them have proved in¬ 
valuable in enabling Council to 
work towards a comprehensive 
catalogue of Alberta coals and in 
providing (through Council) po¬ 
tential coal consumers with prac¬ 
tical information as regard rank, 
type and properties of Alberta 
coals entering the market. 

Concurrently with these ana¬ 
lyses, a number of coal samples 
received from the Department of 
National Defence were tested in 
order to check the quality of solid 
fuels purchased for Army, Navy 
and Air Force installations. In 
addition, analyses were made of 
materials submitted to the Coal 
Laboratory by other departments 
of Council, and a considerable 
amount of work was also expend¬ 
ed upon efforts to adapt a Scholes 
calorimeter bomb for the deter¬ 
mination of sulphur in oils. The 
results of this latter investigation, 
however, are regarded as unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Determination of Volatile Matter 

In Coal 

A spart of its program of ana¬ 
lytical Investigation, the Research 
Council of Alberta designed and 
built, in 1929, a vertical electric 
tube furnace for the determina¬ 
tion of volatile matter contents 
of coal. This furnace, which was 
considered to offer certain ad¬ 
vantages over those used in other 
laboratories, was redesigned in 
1953 and used for a systematic 
study of the factors influencing 
reproducibility of results relating 
to the volatile content of low-rank 
coals; this aspect still presents a 
dififcult problem. In its current 
form, the new furnace permits a 
substantially easier operation, but 
some difficulty has been encoun¬ 
tered in maintaining constant 
tube temperature throughout the 
day; the variability is thought to 
be due to voltage fuctuations in 
the main power supply and can 
probably be corrected by the in¬ 
corporation of a voltage stabilize: 
or suitable high-temperature 
thermostats. In the meantime, 
however, evidence has been ob¬ 
tained to show that “sparking”, 
i.e., ejection of coal particles from 
the containing crucible during the 
rapid heat-up (a characteristic 
difficulty experienced with low- 
rank coals), can be greatly re¬ 
duced, and in some cases com¬ 
pletely suppressed, by increasing 
the moisture content of the 
charged coal. Other factors now 
known to Influence reproducibil¬ 
ity are: 

(a) the size and composition of 
the crucible, 


(b) the rate at which the cruc¬ 
ible is elevated into the furnace, 

(c) the rank of coal, and 

id) the size consist of the 
charged coal. 

It is, accordingly, planned to 
continue current studies In this 
field and to extend measurements 
to a series of typical Alberta coals 
recently secured through the 
courtesy of the Mines Branch, De¬ 
partment of Mines and Minerals. 
When the projected investigations 
are completed, it Is Council’s In¬ 
tention to submit a full report 
upon them for consideration by 
the American Society for Testing 
Materials and b the International 
Standards Association. These two 
bodies are currently studying pos¬ 
sible standard procedures for the 
During 1952, a 14-inch rotating, 
self - cleaning grate, domestic 
stoker and ancillary control and 
recording equipment were instal¬ 
led in Council’s laboratories in 
order to permit an evaluation of 
the combustion characteristics of 
typical Alberta coals under prac¬ 
tical conditions. This program has 
been continued in 1953 and has 
now been completed. In all, 16 
tests with a series of seven coals 
were carried out: of the coals, 
two were classed as subbitumin- < 
ous C, three were subbituminous 
B, one was high-volatile C bitu¬ 
minous, and one was medium- 
volatile bituminous (cf. ASTM 
classification). The test proce¬ 
dures were those indicated in the 
Annual Report for 1952. 

The results show that all test 
coals except that of highest rank, 
i.e.. the medium-volatile bitu¬ 
minous coal, will give satisfactory 
performance in the stoker. How¬ 
ever, two minor limitations were 
noted: at feed rates correspond¬ 
ing to theoretical heat inputs ex¬ 
ceeding about 150,000 B.t.u./hr„ 
a slight but definite decrease in 
combustion efficiency was found, 
and a similar decrease was ob¬ 
served when the size of coal was 
reduced from U£x%-inch no¬ 
minal stoker size to minus y 4 - 
inch. It is, therefore, considered 
that the usefulness of the 14-inch 
stoker would be confined to small 
and medium size family dwell¬ 
ings; for larger installations, ef¬ 
ficient operation would demand a 
proportionately larger stoker and 
furnace. 

Coal Cleaning 

Owing to staff changes, Coun¬ 
cil’s investigations of fine-coal 
cleaning by means of a Driessen 
cyclone had to be discontinued in 
June 1953. Prior to this, howefer, 
considerable progress had been 
made along the lines indicated in 
the Annual Report for 1952. The 
feasibility of using a coal-water 
slurry of suitable concentration 
as the separation medium was 
confirmed, and it was demon¬ 
strated that cleaning efficiencies 
in this medium can, under ap¬ 
propriate operating conditions, 
closely approach the theoretical 
values. A paper reporting experi¬ 
mental data so far available was 
read at the Annual Convention of 
the CIMM, held in Edmonton in 
April 1953. 

It is now proposed to reopen 
the investigation on a laboratory 
scale, and to examine in greater 
detail the effects of cyclone shape 
and dimensions. While the geo¬ 
metry of the Driessen cyclone is 
known to have a pronounced in¬ 
fluence upon cleaning effic¬ 
iencies, quantitative Information 
on this point is still sparse, and 
it is felt that no hard and fast 
conclusions about the cyclone’s 
applicability and efficiency are 
possible before this gap in present 
knowledge has been filled. At the 
same time, it is intended to in¬ 
vestigate the properties of dense 
media other than magnetic or 
coal slurry. 

Water-Retention Studies 

In 1951, Council commenced a 
study of water retention by coal 
in order to obtain information 
about moisture sorption during 
wet cleaning, the effect of surface 
and interstitial water on storage 
and handling properties of coal 
at temperatures below 32 deg. F, 
and the relative efficiencies of 
additives capable of significantly 
reducing the amount of adhering 
water. This investigation was con¬ 
tinued throughout 1952 and final¬ 
ly completed in the summer of 
1953; the results have been re¬ 
ported in an M;Sc. thesis to the 
University of AllSerta. 

Broadly speaking, it was estab¬ 
lished that whilst the amount of 
interstitial moisture taken up by 
any one coal, when immersed in 
water, can be predicted by means 
of a capillarity equation, inter¬ 
stitial moisture is normally very 
small compared to the quality of 
water held superficially on the 
coal. This surface moisture can 
be reduced by oil-treatment of the 
coal, but the amount of oil re¬ 
quired for a given reduction de¬ 
pends criUoally upon the spooiflc 


surface area of the coal, and the 
oil-treatment would, therefore, 
not be practical ip the case of 
very fine coal unless great im¬ 
portance is attached to simultan¬ 
eous dust- and freeze-proofing. 
There Is, moreover, an indication 
that the efficacy of the oil-treat¬ 
ment decreases with time owing 
to evaporation of lighter oil frac¬ 
tions from the protective film. 

On the other hand, oil-treat¬ 
ment does improve handling 
characteristics of coal at tem¬ 
peratures below freezing point, 
and this (coupled with the re¬ 
duction in surface moisture which 
it produces) may under certain 
conditions justify the process. 

* it was also shown that un¬ 
treated frozen coal attains a max¬ 
imum strength as the temperat¬ 
ure falls, and that the temperat¬ 
ure at which this is reached varies 
with the size consist of the coal: 
in general, the finer the coal, the 
lower the temperature. Equations 
connecting the freezing strength 
with temperature and size have 
been developed, but these apply 
only to closely-sized coal and are, 
therefore, of limited usefulness. 
Briquetting 

Owing to limitations imposed 
upon Council by its present in¬ 
adequate accommodation, the 
practical coal-briquetting and 
coal-balling programs, referred to 
in the Annual Report for 1951, 
have remained in abeyance. In 
fact, with most of the required 
laboratory-scale work already 
completed in earlier years, these 
programs are likely to be resumed 
only when satisfactory pilot-plant 
space becomes available. Never¬ 
theless, it has been possible to 
undertake some work bearing 
upon the fundamentals of briquet¬ 
ting: a theoretical study of the 
basic variables involved In bri¬ 
quetting with and without binders 
has led to a paper contributed to 
the Third Biennial Briquetting 
Conference held at Banff, Alberta, 
on August 31-September 2, 1953, 
and a second paper, dealing with 
laboratory investigations concern- 
determination of volatile matter, 
from coal briquettes, has been 
particularly of low-rank coals, 
published in “B r e n p s t o f f - 
Chemie.” These publications, 
when viewed in the light of re¬ 
sults obtained in connection with 
a study of the colloid properties 
of selected Alberta coals, have 
thrown up several important 
aspects of briquetting that do not 
appear to have been investigated 
hitherto. It is, accordingly. Coun¬ 
cil’s intention to explore them as 
soon as the staff and laboratory- 
space situations improve. Among 
them are, first, the possibility of 
extending the range of coals suit¬ 
able for binderless briquetting by 
a pre-softening treatment and, 
secondly, a study of the funda¬ 
mental relations between coal and 
binders. 

Coal Constitution 

As mentioned before, Council’s 
studies of coal constitution were 
systematized towards the end of 
1952 by the creation of a special¬ 
ized research team. Since three 
out of the four members of this 
team did not take up their duties 
until the summer of 1953, little 
more than preparatory work 
could be undertaken so far, but 
some of this merits recording.

New Type Locomotive 
May Beat Diesels 

PHILADELPHIA (NANA) — 
Big ugly No. 2300 rolled out of 
the Eddystone locomotive works 
of the Baldwin-Lima-Hamilton 
Corp. recently—two years behind 
schedule. 

No. 2300 is a locomotive — the 
wbrld’s biggest. It’s also a proto¬ 
type — a costly experimental 
model —that could bring steam 
back to dieselized railroads. 

The long, black, box-shaped en¬ 
gine will be tested on the tracks 
of the coal-carrying Norfolk and 
Western Ralway. The N. and W. 
runs from Tidewater, Virginia up 
into the mountains of West Vir¬ 
ginia and out to Ohio. 

The railroad, extraordinary to¬ 
day because it is entirely powered 
by steam, ordered the experi¬ 
mental giant way back in 1949. 

The order was placed because 
the N. and W. — the second larg¬ 
est coal carrier in the UE. (Ches¬ 
apeake and Ohio is No. 1) — 
didn’t want to bite the hand that 
feeds it. The railroad wanted 
more efficient and economical lo¬ 
comotives—but it wanted to burn 
coal. 

Experts told officials of the 
road that the conventional steam 
engine just can’t be improved. So 
what was needed was an entirely 
new kind of steam locomotive. 

That’s what “the giant” is. 

The locomotive was the joint 
effort of four companies: Bald¬ 
win, Westinghouse Electric Corp., 
Babcock and Wilcox Co. and the 
N. and W. 

In essence, No. 2300 is a coal- 
fired electric plant compressed to 
railroad-track size. 

Coal is automatically stoked in¬ 
to a firebox and burned in a slid¬ 
ing grate, at a temperature of 
900 degrees 'Fahrenheit. The Bab¬ 
cock and Wilcox water tube boiler 
produces steam at a pressure of 
600 pounds per square inch, about 
double that of the conventional 
locomotive boiler. 

The steam is used to power the 
Westinghouse turbine, which was 
designed and built in Philadel¬ 
phia. The steam turbine drives 
two generators, which produce the 
electricity to run the motors on 
the axles. 

This complicated system takes 
up a huge amount of room. That’s 
why the giant is the world’s big¬ 
gest locomotive. 

The N. and W. is the first to 
agree that the giant may be an 
expensive flop. Similar efforts 
have been made in the past and 
all have ended in failure, one way 
or another. 

Cautiously, the N. and W. said: 
“The 2300 has undergone a suc¬ 
cession of stationary and yard 
tfl@ts (at Eddystone) which in¬ 
dicate it may fill specifications.’’ 

20 More Streams 
Closed To Anglers 

More than 20 former fishing 
centres have been classified as 
closed streams, a statement from 
the office of the Department of 
Lands and Forests stated Mon¬ 
day. 

These streams are located south 
of Calgary to the U.S. border, and 
southwest to the British Colum¬ 
bia line. 

Areas designated in the report 
include the Castle river, north 
of Waterton Lake, some streams 
around Coleman, and the Living¬ 
stone river near Crow’s Nest. 

However, as these streams must 
be closed for the 1954 season, is 
in no way diminishes possibilities 
for anglers, as officials pointed 
out several choice locations with 
the “open” sign on them. 

Ghost river, Belly river, Old¬ 
man river, streams around Nan- 
ton, Vulcan and Claresholm, are 
all open spots this year. In ad¬ 
dition, the St. Mary river is open 
to fishermen at the southern pro¬ 
vincial boundary, and Racehorse 
creek is also available, in the 
Crow’s Nest area.
